LIBRARY REPORT 


The past year has been a busy one at the Epsom Public Library. A new 
service was Started for library users. Cassettes were purchased with money 
given in memory of Dr. Harold Conrad and Mr. Watson Ambrose. Two 
portable cassette players were also purchased for circulation to library users. 
A cassette player with turntable has been added to the reference room for in- 
library use. 


In May the library received from the Epsom Historical Association a table 
made by Neil English. This table was designed especially to hold the Rogers 
Group in the reference room. At this time Anne Clark compiled a short 
biography of John Rogers telling of his work. 


Summer was a busy time at the library. Joanne Curtis was in charge of the 
summer craft program. Approximately seventy-five children participated in 
the program. Several children read many. many books for the summer reading 
contest and were rewarded with a trip for,ice cream. Once again this year the 
Little Red Wagon was sponsored by the Library. Money for the performance 
was raised by volunteers with a bake sale. 


Last year, as in the past, the library has been fortunate in having many 
volunteers to help with running the library and with special programs. This 
year volunteers made possible exhibits, monthly craft programs, story hours, a 
“meet the candidates” forum, the Little Red Wagon, a yard sale, delivery of 
books to the Epsom Manor, and the bringing of elderly people to the library. 
There are volunteers who come to the library each week and do routine tasks 
such as covering, stamping, and shelving books. There are also volunteers who 
do typing. Without volunteers the library would not be able to offer the many 
services it now does. 


In 1982 volunteers will be helping the library in yet another way. Several 
people have volunteered to be on a planning committee. This committee will be 
involved in doing demographic studies and surveys. The material collected will 
then be analyzed and a long range plan for library service in Epsom will be 
formulated. Epsom is the smallest community in the nation to become 
involved in this program. 


I would like to thank the library users, volunteers and trustees for another 
successful year.

1981 EPSOM CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


Eric Orff of River Road was appointed Civil Defense Director in March, 
1981, replacing John Sawyer, who resigned. 


Portions of the Town’s Basic Emergency Management Plan were updated 
in order to comply with a request from the State Civil Defense Office. Part of 
the update included a State instructed Radiological Monitoring Course. This 
course was completed by nine emergency response individuals from the police, 
rescue, and fire departments. These individuals received approximately 
sixteen hours of instruction in the use of radiological detection instruments. 


Also, five monitoring packages were presented to the town. These 
packages include instruments which will detect radiation from accidental 
release, such as from a transportation accident as well as for wartime 
application.

During 1981, the Planning Board saw many changes. We regretfully 
accepted the resignations of Richard Todd and Anthony Adams; appoint- 
ments were made for Robert Pullman, Audrey Ellis and Robert Golotto as full 
time members, and James Walsh and Lena Worth as alternates. This brings 
our total to seven regular members and three alternates. 


The Master Plan committees spent many hours preparing for a presenta- 
tion at the Library in July, primarily to collect citizen input. This was followed 
by a second, day-long presentation beside the pavillion on Old Home Day. 
The committees have begun to turn their findings in to Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning, where they will be coordinated and compiled 
into a final draft which will be returned to the Planning Board for approval.

EPSOM RESIDENT SURVEY QUESTIONNAIRE 
RESULTS FOR MASTER PLAN 


The following is a synopsis, in laymen’s terms, of the results of the Master 
Plan questionnaire. These results are being used to formulate the goals and 
objectives of the Master Plan. 


TOWN PHILOSOPHY - The majority of the towns-people want Epsom to 
be a rural community with residences and light commercial establishments. 
Most of the people own their own homes which are single family dwellings. 
They prefer conventional housing for single families, but also say we have an 
insufficient number of apartments and neither elderly nor low rent housing. 
They say ““No” to cluster units, condos, heavy industrial, and mobile homes, 
in or out of parks. (2,4,10, 10a, 11) 


Most people believe that the town should develop in a corridor pattern 


along the main roads with certain areas developed in a balanced pattern and 
having large uniform lots thru-out the town. (6) 
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RESIDENTIAL GROWTH - Type: Single family residences. Location: 
Goboro Road, New Rye Road and Black Hall Road. (7) 


COMMERCIAL- INDUSTRIAL GROWTH - Type: Retail shops, 
Restaurants, Light Industrial and Multi-family Dwellings. (9) Location: In 
Industrial Parks along Routes 4 & 28. (8) 


Most people believe that population growth would increase tax revenue but 
it would also increase property taxes; it would increase the demand for town 
services; decrease privacy; increase social activity and town expenses. 
Growth would also require and increase in business and shopping facilities. (17) 


Some of the people feel that the town is growing too rapidly; however, most 
of the people feel that the growth is normal and just right. Most people believe 
that the single most important problem that we have to deal with is the loss of 
farm and forest land. (5, 16) 


TOWN GOVERNMENT - Current Town Ordinances - Zoning and Sign 
Ordinances: Most people felt that they were adequate. (11) Subdivision and 
Mobile Homes Ordinances - most felt that they were not restrictive enough. 


COMMUNITY SERVICES - The Fire Department, Police Department, 
Highway Department, and Library were rated excellent to good; the School 
was rated average by most; and the Recreational Facilities poor. (12) A large 
number of people suggested that the town acquire recreational land. (14) 


RE-ASSESSMENT - Most of the people said ““No”’. (18) 


TYPE OF GOVERNMENT - Most people want to retain the three (3) 
Selectmen type and were opposed to the hiring of an Administration Assistant 
or Town Manager. (19) 


LOCATION OF GOVERNMENT FACILITIES - Most of the people 
recommended that a town complex should be created combining the Police, 
Fire and Town functions under one roof. (20) 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


During the past year the Commission was more active attending the 
meetings of others than holding meetings of its own. 


The Planning Boards’ meetings on the Master Plan were among those we 


attended. 


In May, on a Saturday, four of us went to a Wetlands Seminar in Raymond. 


Three members were present at the public hearing for the proposed 
transmission tower on Fort Mountain. A statement of concern for the 
ecological future of the area was made by our spokesman. 


For a while the disturbed shore line of our section of Northwood Lake is at 
rest. Local ordinances could give more clout to the halting of such operations.

The Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., continued to 
service Epsom for this past year. They have provided skilled nursing care for 
anyone sick in the home, especially those needing continuity of care after 
discharge from the hospital. They are available to give hypodermic injections, 
change surgical dressing, and do other treatments prescribed by the attending 
physician. When indicated, family members have been instructed to give care 
between the nurse’s visits. 


Therapy services; such as, physical therapy, speech therapy, occupational 
therapy, and nutritional guidance have been given by the therapists in order to 
assist with the rehabilitation of an acute or chronic illness. 


When family members are unable to supply all the needed care, a staff of 
homemaker/home health aides is available to give physical care, do light 
housekeeping, and assist with meal planning and meal preparation. 


The nurses are delighted to advise new and expectant mothers in the care of 
themselves and their babies. They are also glad to work with families and 
individuals on normal nutrition, sickness, and accident prevention. 


Anyone in Epsom may request these services-doctor, family, pastor, 
friend, or the patient himself. Patients are also referred by clinics and other 
agencies. All calls are answered, but continuing home care can be provided 
only under a doctor’s orders. 


A call to the Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., (224- 
4093) between the hours of 8 a.m. and 9:00 p.m., seven days a week is all that 
is necessary to start services or make inquiries. Fees may be scaled for those 
unable to pay the charge if that person has no other funding source available, 
such as insurance coverage. The patient will be responsible for remainder of 


bill.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


As your new Superintendent of Schools, I have been impressed with the 
cooperative efforts between the school administration and _ staff, the 
community, and the members of the School Board. Honest efforts are being 
made to provide the best educational program possible for all of our students 
within the limits of the resources provided by the community. The most 
outstanding resource we have is people. Several volunteers from the 
community allow us to provide portions of programs we could not otherwise 
provide. School Board members have shown their interest in and commitment 
to the school program by the many hours they have spent on behalf of our 
students and by their very real assistance in dealing with issues which arise. 


My observations of all teachers within the school district have been very 
encouraging to me. I saw a good program, competently taught by professional 
educators. You can feel proud of the dedicated staff you have, they represent a 
real asset to your school. Their staff development efforts, required by the state, 
are quite good. As I have reviewed their plans and their in-service training 
programs, I have been impressed with their efforts. 


Mr. Benton, School Principal, has been doing an excellent job of 
educational leadership with the staff. His efforts at improving communication 
with parents and other community residents reflect the importance we 
attach to keeping people informed about our school programs. Major efforts to 
establish a system of curriculum review and revision have been started. It is 
important that we assure that what we teach and the way we teach really meets 
the educational needs of our students. 


By the time you read this report, we will have moved students into the new 
addition to the school. This facility will be significantly important in the type of 
program we can offer our students. 


The district is making significant progress in its goal of educating all 
possible special needs students within our school district or in a collaborative 
program within our School Administrative Unit (SAU) #53. Its very 
rewarding to see the progress being made by these youngsters. Jaclyn Adams, 
Special Education Administrator for our SAU, has worked closely with the 
staff, to plan appropriate programs for these students. The district has also 
realized some cost savings due to this approach. 


Federal funds for the district are used exclusively for programs within the 


district and are managed by the SAU office. These monies allow us to 
supplement our program at the school. Facing a time of declining federal and 
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state revenues, we shall have to review our needs and resources very carefully 
to continue to meet our students’ educational needs. 


Dr. Gerald Croteau, former Superintendent of Schools, resigned late in the 
year and moved to another Superintendency in another state. The SAU Board 
hired Ms. Patsy Baugh to be Interim Superintendent until the position was 
filled. Following an extensive selection process, I was hired and began as your 
Superintendent on October Sth. I believe that schools, communities, and 
parents should be partners in educating our children. All of us, together, 
educate our children. How well we do that depends, in part, on our ability and 
willingness to work together on our children’s behalf. 


So part of a review of some of the services we provide, a comprehensive 
study of the SAU office is currently being performed by staff from the Center 
for Educational Field Services from the University of New Hampshire. It is 
my sincere hope that this study will assist us in providing cost effective services 
required of the SAU office for all towns with the SAU district. 


I very much appreciate the efforts of the School Board, staff, and 
community residents in assisting me to get started in a new job and look 
forward to working with you on behalf of our students in the future.

Epsom residents passed a bond issue to build an addition in March. In 
April our library books were put in cartons, the speech therapist was moved 
into a grade | classroom, and the Title I teacher was moved to the reading 
room. This enabled us to no longer rent the portable unit in anticipation of 
having more space available. 


The addition will allow the school to meet the principal needs of classroom 
space, proper pupil-teacher ratios, and restore our multi-purpose room for 
physical education, music education and a cafeteria. The addition will also 
provide library space adequate for a school of this size. The addition has office 
areas and ample storage areas. 


Windows on the front of the 1953 building were replaced last spring. 
Insulation batts were placed over the existing ceiling tiles in the entire school. 
These measures will help greatly to save energy. 


Teachers have been serving on committees to improve the existing school 
curriculum. Early release Wednesdays are used for this purpose. Teachers 
have become involved in teaching the writing process to students in grades 1-8. 
This emphasis has helped children to become better writers. Two grants have 
been written by staff members to help augment our library materials. 


We look forward to having you visit our school during the year. 
Community groups are welcome to use the facilities for meetings throughout 


the year. 


I would like to thank our dedicated school volunteers and the Epsom 
community for their continued support.

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NURSE’S REPORT 
Epsom Central School 


School health services for the school year 1980-81 included direct services 
to children of first aid and health counseling--18-20/day. The School Nurse is 
a member of the Pupil Placement Team and provides nursing services to 
“special needs” children. Screening programs include physical and pediculo- 
sis inspections, hearing, vision and color perception tests, scoliosis and blood 
pressure screening, and nutritional assessments. Referrals and follow-up were 
provided as necessary. 


Our children received immunizations through the Rural District Health 
Council and the school’s immunization rate is 99.2%. Athletic physicals were 
conducted at the Pittsfield Medical Center with 53 students participating in the 
program. Some children participated in programs sponsored by the Saddle- 
back Mountain Lions Club and the State Sight Conservation Program. 


The Dental Health Conference sponsored by the Epsom Central School 
PTO and the Bureau of Dental Public Health was attended by 230 children. 
Each received a cleaning and flouride treatment by Mrs. L. Sawyer, Dental 
Hygenist. Some children attended the Dental Matching Fund Program 
sponsored by the American Legion Auxiliary, Unit #112, the Epsom 
Women’s Club and the Dental Bureau. 


Health education programs taught or “‘team taught” by the School Nurse 
included; The American Red Cross “Basic First Aid Course’, Human 
Growth and Development classes, and “‘Health Awareness” which includes 
community health, health careers, behavior, and prevention of substance 
abuse. We appreciate the cooperation of the many individuals in Epsom who 
participate in our programs. 


I wish to thank the Epsom Rescue Squad for their participation in the 
school’s educational programs and for their continuing emergency services. I 
would also like to express my appreciation to the Superintendent, the School 
Board, the Principal, clubs and agencies, parents, volunteers, and teachers for 
their cooperation and support during the past year.
